And does not the poor con- 
sumer pay this esxormous tax on al- 
most everything to the bloated, manu- 
facturing monopolist! 

It does not. In 1836 a tariff of seven 
cents a yard was placed on cotton 
goods then selling at thirty cents a 
yard. In 1844 it was shown that cot- 
ton goods sold at six cents a yard. 
Later a duty of three and one-half 
cents per pound was placed on nails, 
and under that law nails sold in the 
market at three and one-quarter cents. 
Likewise a duty of $4 per box was 
placed on glass, and while the law 
was in force glass sold at $3.50 per 
box. Again, when England was sell- 
ing us steel rails at $150 per ton, the 
bare proposition to make rails in this 
rcountry by the Bessemer process 
caused the price to fall to $110. Now, 
with the tariff at $28 per ton, steel 
rails are quoted at the low price of $27 
per ton. 

MEXICAN POSTAGE. 
Soute Provisions of the Special Pos- 
tal Con veation. 

The special posta! convention between 
this country and Mexico, the execution 
of which has been pending for some 


time past, has been signed by Post- 
master-General Hatton on the pe of 
epart- 


the United States Postoffice 
ment, and Mr. Romero, the Mexican 
Minister, on the part of the Interier De- 
partment of his Republic. 

The convention still requires ratifica- 
tion by the Mexican Senate, which is 
now in session, and approval by the 
President of the United States. It will, 
if ratified and approved—of which there 
is no dogbt—go into effect on January 
lst next, 

Under this convention the postal sys- 
tems of the two Republics, as to their 
international postal relations, will be 
umified. United States domestic post- 
age rates and conditions will apply to 
mail matter for Mexico, except samples 
of merchandise, ores, etc., packets of 
which, though liable to the domestic 
rates, are to be restricted to twelve 
ounces weight and 12 by 8 by 4 inches 
in dimensions. 

The Mexican rates on matter for the 
United States will be as follows: Let- 
ters, per 15 grams, nearly one-bhai! 
ounce, 6 cents, Mexican silver currency. 
Post cards, each 3 cents, Second-class, 
matter (same as that in the United 
States), 4 cents per 450 grains. 

Third and fonrth class matter, includ. 
ing samples of merchandise, etc., 2 
cents per 50 grams. The sample con- 
ditions as to size and weight of packets 
are the same as when sent from the 
United States to Mexico. 

The fee for registration in both coun- 
tries will be 10 cents. 

Third and fourth class matter ip 
Mexico comprises generally the same 
matter thus classified in the United 
States domestic mails, but include com- 
mercial or business papers, which in the 
United States are first- 
class. 

A clause in the convention provides 
for the gratuitous use of the territory of 
either country for closed domestic 
mails of the other passing from one 
point to another over such territory. 
Since Mexied became a member of 
the Universal Postal Union, April 1, 
1879, the mails between the United 
States and that Republic have been ex 
changed in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the Postal U sion convention. 
Under these provisions mail matter 
is reqdired to pass through designated 
exchanging postoffices of the countries 
of ongin and destination of the mails 
in order to undergo exchange treatmest. 
involving its examination as to con- 
formity with prescribed conditions, 
rating up deficient postage due and col- 
lectible upon it, detaining that which is 
probibited from any cause, and makin 
it upin mails with letter bills, descrip- 
tive lists, etc. When made up by the 


warded to the receiving exchange office 
of the country or destination, at which 
it undergoes further exchange treat- 
ment before it can be forwarded to the 
addresses 


Since the tion of the lines of 
railways which now connect ‘the two 
countries, and their use for the trans- 
portation of the international mai!s in 
erence to the slower sea routes, by 
which almost all the mails were there- 
tofore forwarded, it became ap- 
parent to the United States postal 
authorities that in the interest 
of expedition of mail matter for 
which there has been a growing de- 
mand by citizens of both countries, it 
would be necessary to provide a method 
of exchanging the mails which would 
disperse with the exchanging treatment 
atthe border offices, and thus avoid the 
delay (often as much as twenty-four 
hours) which resulted therefrom. As 
contracting ies to the Universal 


Postal Unien convention, the two 
republics have the right by a 
provision said convention to 


maintain and conclude special postal 
arrangements with a view to improve 
postal relations, and this provision Las 
now been availed of in order to promote 
the moat rapid transit possible of inter- 
national mails by dispensing with the 
formalities of exchange hcretofore 
necessary.

RESCUE. 


The Passengers and Crew of 
the Maasdam Saved. 


ARRIVAL OF THE RESCUED AT NEW YORK. 


A Coal-Oil Tank on the Vessel Explodes and 
Sets Her on Fire—Statement of the 
Captain and Other Officers. 


Associated Press Dispatches to The Times. 

New Yous, Oct. 31.—The German 
steamer Kheine, which arrived here to- 
day from Bremen, reports that on Octo- 
ber 24, a¢ 7 p. m., in latitude 49 degrees 
$8 minutes, longitade 27 degrees 41 mia- 
utes, she fell in with the Dutch steamer 
Maasdam from Rotterdam, for New York, 
which wasall ablaze. The Kheine took 
from the boats the passengers and crew, 
numbering 186 in all, and brought them 
to this port. Tue Maasdam carried a miv- 
cellaneous cargo, consigned to New York. 
The veasel was valued at $200,000, It was 
about? p. m. when the Maasdam was 
first seen on fire. The boats of the steam- 
ship were picked up one by one as the 
Hheine approached W. A. Vandenton, 
agent of the steamship company, says 
that the Rheine, with Captain VanDerzel, 
of the Maasdam, and passengers and crew, 
will’ arrive at Hoboken this afternoon. 

Latrr.Captain Van rzee, of the 
steamship Maasdam, burned at sea, makes 
the following statement: ‘Left Rotter- 
dam October 18th, with eight cabin and 
133 steerage passengs anda crew of forty- 
fivemen. All went well until the 23d, 
when we encountered a violent gale, dur- 
ing which the petroleum tank commenced 
leaking The next day at2 p. m. one of 
the crew in looking for the leak, placed a 
lighted lamp near the tank, which explod- 
ed with a loud report, the contents taking 
fire and putting the ship into a blaze. 
Every effort to control the fire proved 
useless. About 4 p. m. ordered all hands 
into the boats. At%p. m. we were picked 
up by the steamer Rheine. No one lost 
or injured in the slightest degree.” 

THE RHEINE'S ARRIVAL. 

The steamship Rheine arrived at her 
dock soon alter 8 o'clock with all the pas- 
sengers and crew of the steamer Maasdam. 
Hundreds of relatives and friends of those 
saved from, the lost ship, awaited them. 
Captain Hl. C. Van Derzee, of the ill-fated 
vessel, said to a repurter: “We had § 
cabin and 133 steerage passengers and a 
erew of 45 men. For several days prior 
to October 24 complaints had been made 
to me that the oil-tank, situated under the 
bridge on the upper deck, was leaking, 
That day Denver, one my seamen, 
went with a light into the oil 
room to make an examination. A 
moment afterward an explosion was 
heard, and the sailor with a burned face 
and beard rushed, back on the deck, cry- 
ing ‘Fire! fre!’ We put into use all our 
appliances for putting out the flames, bat 
they gained headway. Then we tovk to 
the boats. Wecould save nothing of the 
cargo or of private property. Only the 
clothes we stood in could we take away 
withas. There was a heavy sea running 
all the time. The passengers created lit- 
tle or no confusion. I think they were 
too much frightened, and justly so, to 
do anything but obey orders. The Rheine 
picked us up soon after 9 o'clock.” 

“There were thirty-five persons in each 
boat,’ said Dr. Smith. “We remained 
near the burning ship hoping some vessel 
would see the lightand come to the res- 
ene. The flames burst from the ship aft 
atfiret. The masts fell at 5 o'clock. The 
conflagration was s grand sight, but was 
not appreciated at the time. I couldn't 
save even my instruments. There was 
something ludicrous even in our dilemma. 
We had a pair of lovers in our boat, and 
the maa could not be induced, nor would 
the gir! permit him, to take his arm from 
her waist to stand his turn at the oar “ 

Heinrich Wolff, a passenger, ssid: ‘‘The 
officers and crew did all they could to 
save the vessel, and the steam pumps 
could not be gotten at on account of the 
heat. When the Rheine picked us up our 
boste were being toesed about at a lively 
rate and were half filled with water.”’ 

Bruns Peterman, first officer of the 
Rheine, wae the first man to spy what he 
thonght to be a fire away in the distance. 
and climbed to the topmast head to make 
it out. It seemed to be « ship on fire 
about twelve miles the sonth- 
west. The Rheine was promptly headed 
for the light. It took about an hour 
to get to it. The flames ijt up the sea 
for five miles around. The signal lights 
in the boats were soon seen, and as the 
boats got alongside ropes were lowered 
and the people hanled on boarJ. 
women and children had to be taken up 
in baskets. “‘The sea was very rough,”’ 
Mr Peterman, ‘‘ and a severe storm 


came up at midnight. Had we two 
hours later in getting to the burning ship, 
not a soul of the Maasdam’s ngers 


or crey would have been saved.’’ 
SPANISH-AMERICAN TREATY. 


The Cenditions Agreed Upen by 
the Twe Governments’ Kepresea- 
tatives. 
Lospon, Oct. 31.—A Madrid dispatch 
to the Standard says: At a meeting of the 
Cabinet Council yesterday, presided over 
by King Alfonso, Senor Eldenager, Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs, submitted for con- 
sideration the conditions agreed upon be- 
tween United States Minister Foster and 
Senor Albacate, Spanish Commissioner, 
for a special treaty of commerce with 
America. This treaty would be the start- 
ing point for a pew colonial and tariff 
policy in the Spanish West Indies, as it 
would open the Castilian colonies to 
American competition against Spanish im- 
— but it would also admit Cuba and 
orto Rico into the gollverein which 
America is gradually forming with Mexico 
and other Spanish-speaking cougtries 
around the Gulf of Mexico and im Ceutral 
America, on the basis of reciprocal con- 
cessions and discriminating duties to ex- 
clude European competition. Canada. the 
British West Indies and Central American 
Republics will receive the same advances 
from American diplomacy shortiy. The 
special Spanish-American Convention 
stipulates that ite advantages shall apply 
only to trade between the United States, 
Cuba and Porto Rico, which is carried on 
under the American and Spanish flags, re- 
spectively. By ite terms America will 
padmit sugar, molasses and raw tobacco 
free of all duty, and the duty. on other 
articles imported from the Wést Indies 
will be reduced. Spain will place Ameri- 
can flour and cereals imported into ber 
Colonies upon the same footing as those 
imported from Spain, and will make large 
reductions in .the duties on cattle, salt, 
fresh fish and all but very few American 
manufactured goods. Spain will also 
suppress Consular tonnage duties, which 
are now levied at American ports, and 
promises further to reform custom-house, 
harbor and sanitary regulations and fines 
in ber colonies Only a strong govern- 
ment like that of Senor Canovas Del Cas- 
tillo, with decile majorities in both houses 
of Parliament, could venture to attempt 
such « departure from the prevailing Cas- 
tilian ideas of Colonial policy and from 
the old system of protective tariff. 


Investigating a Naval Cadets

Wasurnoron, Ort. 31.—Friends of the 
late Cadet Strong, of Oregon, whose 
death at the Naval Academy was sus- 
pected to have been caused by severe haz- 
ing. are investigating the matter. It is 
understood gentleman from Oregon, 
who is taking an active part in the inves- 
tigation, having come on for that purpose, 
had a talk with Senator Dolph while he 
was here yesterday, and told him that 
when they had collected sufficient evi- 
dence they would have the case presented 
to the Grand Jury, making all implicated 
stand a criminal trial in the courts, and 
not by court-martial. 

A Verdict of Not Guiiry,

7.225 Bilegal Names on the New Or- 
leans Register. 

New Onceans, Oct. 31..-Jadge Pardee, 
of the United States Cirenit Court to-day 
heard the argument on the petition of 
United States Supervisor of Elections 
George L. Norton, that State Registrar 
Brewster show cause why 7,225 names of 
illegal, dead and other disfranchised 
voters, found on the registration rolls, 
should not be erased and canceled. The

United States Laws Governing the 
Nubject. 

A correspondent requests the publica- 
tion of the law relating to the natural- 
ization of foreigners, and what eutities 
their children to a vote. For the benefit 
of the correspondent we give the im- 
portant items of the law bearing on the 
subject.

Section 2165, An alien may be ad- 
mitted to become a citizen of the United 
States in the following manner, and not 
otherwise: 

First. He shall declare on oath, be- 
fore a Cirenit or District Court of the 
United States, or a District or Supreme 
Court of the Territories, or a court of 
record of any of the States having a 
common law juaisdiction, and a seal 
and clerk, two years, at least, prior to 
Lis admission, that it is bona fide his 
intention to become a citizen of the 
United States, and to renounce forever 
al 1 allegiance and fidelity to any foreign 
prince, potentate, state or sovereiguty 
of which the alien may be at the time a 
citizen or subject. 

Second, He shall, at the time of his 
application to be admitted, declare, on 
oath, before some one of the courts 
above specified, that he will support the 
Constitution of the United States, and 
that be absolutely and entirely re- 
nounces and abjures all allegiance and 
fidelity to every foreign prince, poten- 
tale, State or soverciguty; and par- 
ticularly by name, to the prince, poten- 
tate, State or sovereignty of which he 
was before a citizen or subject; which 
proceedings shall be recorded by the 
clerk of the court. 

Third. It shall be made to appear to 
the satisfaction of the court admitting 
such alien that he bas resided within 
the United States five sears at least, and 
within the State or Territory where 
such court is at the time held, one year 
at least; and that during that time be 
has behaved as a man of good moral 
character, attached to the principles of 
the Constitution of the United States, 
and well disposed to the good order 
and the happiness of the same; but the 
oath of the applicant shall in no case 
be allowed to prove bis residence. 

Fourth. In cage the alien applying to 
be admitted to witizenship bas borne 
any hereditary title, or been of apy of 
the order of nobility in the kingdom or 
State from which he came, be shall, in 
addition to the above requisites, make 
ab express renunciation of bis title or 
order of nobility in the court to which 
his application is made, and his renun- 
ciation shall be recorded in the court. 

Section 2,166. Any alien, of the age 
of 21 years and upward, who bas en- 
listed or may enlist in the armies of the 
United States, either the regular or vol-- 
unteer forces, and has been, or may be 
hereafter, honorably discharged, shal! 
be admitted to become a citizen of the 
United States, upon his petition, with- 
out any previous declaration of his in- 
tention to become such; and he shall 
not be required to prove more than one 
year's residence within the United 
States previous to his application$to be- 
come such citizen; and the court ad- 
mutting such alien shali, in addition to 
such proof of residence and good moral 
character, as now provided by law, be 
sitistied by competent preof of such 
person's having been honorably dis- 
charged from the service of the United 
States. 

Sec. 2167. Any alien, being under 
the age of 21 years, who bas resided in 
the United States three years next pre 
ceding bis arrival at that age, and who 
has continued to reside therein to the 
time be may make application to be ad- 
mitted a citizen thereof, ma}, after he 
arrives at the age of 21 years, and after 
he bas resided five years within the 
United States, including the three 
years of his minority, be admitted « 
citizen of the United States, without 
baving made the declaration required 
in the first condition of Section 2165; 
but such alien shall make the declara- 
tion required therein at the time of his 
admission; and shall further declare, 
on oath, and prove to the sa isfaction 
of the Court, that, for two years next 
preceding, it has been his bona fide in- 
tention te become «@ citizen of the 
United States; and be shall in all other 
respects comply with the laws in regard 
to naturalization. 

Sec. 2172: The children of _ 
sons who have been duly saturalized 
under any law of the United States, or 
who, previous to the passing of any 
law on that subject by the Government 
of the United States, may have become 
citizens of any one of the States, under 
the laws thereof, being under the age of 
21 years at the time of the paturaliza- 
tion of their parents, shail, if dwelling 
in the United States, be considered as 
citizens thereof; and the children of 
persons who are now, or have been, 
citizens of the United States, shall, 
though born oat of the limits and juris- 
diction of the United States, be consid- 
ered as citizens thereof; bat no person 
heretofore proscribed by any State, or 
who has been legally convicted of bav- 
ing joined the army of Great Britain 
during the Revolutionary war, shall be 
admiited to become a citizen without 
the consent of the Legisiature of the 
State in which such person was pro- 
scribed.

It is their 
higher duties which they so often fail to 
appreciate and for which they are com- 
monly too illy prepared. warn," 
to keep bright the moral armor of hus- 
band, son, father or brother, is a 
work the influence of which 
i wide and ever increasing, 
and which is seen in its fallness 
when some great social reform is ac- 
complished, And this great work is the 
special duty and privilege of women 
whose interests are confined chicfly to 
their own homes. Working-women, so 
called, like all other bread-winners, are 
compelled to think much about sordid 
things and are themselves constantly 
exposed to multifarious and subtle tem p- 
tations. The fact that fre@uent contact 
with evil tendsto blant. human sensi- 
bilities makes a strong counteracting 
infinence a necessity. This can only 
ve provided in the pare and noble at- 
mosphere of atrue home, So trite a 
statement would hardly bear repeating 
were there notso many family circles 
in which the moral influence is by no 
means the strongest. Few women doabt 
their capecity for homemaking and 
home keeping. They learn bow 
to sew and to cook. They pre- 
pare themselves carefully for teach- 
ing and other occupations and they 
seek to become accomplished, cultured 
and refined, that they may shine in so- 
ciety. But God and nature seem to be 
expected to prepare women, without her 
kuowledge or inerterduce for the most 
important duties of \lhome life. The 
truth is, this field of labor, more than 
all others, requires skillfully trained 
laborers. To really succeed here women 
must know how to observe, to consider 
and to act, They must have only their 
own moral sense thoroughly aroused, 
but must keep it in constant cultivation. 
And if they are in the highest sense 
progressive, if they scek the immeasura- 
ble assistance of intellectual culture 
and refinement, they may lead the van 
of reform movements without stepping 
from the’ modest retirement of their 
own homes. It is their separation, in 
a sepse, from the world that gives 
to domestic women a peculiarly favor- 
able opportunity for moral culture. 
They alone, as personally disinterested 
observers, are able to weigh the world’s 
many temptations and note the terrible 
results of its great and small immorali- 
ties. They alone, comparatively free 
from the blinding influence of the glit- 
ter and falee colors of evil, can, if 
properly enlightened, look upon sin 
with the horror it merita. 

Such women never connive at, or 
condone wrong,.though the guilty per- 
son be their nearest friend. For love's 
own sake they are unsparing in their 
condemnation of all immoral doings, 


and shrink almost with terror from the

blood-guiltiness found in the pseudo 
charity which makes too light of sin 
because of a morbidly sentimental feel- 
ing for the sinner. Moreover, it is 
morally erllightened women who the 
most readily and anxiously seek to lift 
up the fallep, and whose sympathy and 
merey are most unselfishly offered. 
Strong mpral support is an absolute 
necessity fdr the success of any good 
cause. Every man with an earnest pur- 
pose can lodk almost with certainty for 
the attainment of his object if he has 
some one & hold up his bands. So 
fully is this realized that no one is sur- 
to hear how this or that great re. 
ormer received his strongest inspiration 
from a g wife or mother, of whom 
the world knows nothing further. 4 
Indeed, thpre seems to be no reasona- 
ble doubt that the greater part of the 
purifying influences exerted upon the 
world springs from comparatively ob- 
scure wives, mothers and sisters who 
have learned the noble daties of their 
positions. And their vocation cannot be 
too highly exalted; it demands the ex. 
ercise of beatt and brain; it aske for 
the highest qualities a woman can pos- 
sess, but success in it means the great- 
est reward objainable— a pure home, a 
world made better, power and influence 
&® queen mgt envy, and eternal happi- 
bess assured. |
